SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Tliis  has  been  a  very  busy  and  productive  year  for  the  Selectmen.  We  hope  that 
1997  will  be  remembered  as  the  start  of  positive  change  and  growth.  Wliile 
change  may  be  painful  to  some,  we,  as  a  town,  must  prepare  ourselves  to  enter 
the  21st  Century  on  a  good  and  positive  note.  Tlie  time  is  at  hand  to  re-think  aiid 
manage  the  town  in  a  manner  that  conforms  to  doing  business  in  today's  world. 
While  over  the  past  years,  Charlestown  has  "maintained"  its  services  and 
infrastmcture,  now  is  the  time  to  take  the  next  step  to  a  higlier  level. 

As  the  Selectmen  look  back  to  the  changes  over  the  last  few  years  (i  e  changing 
tlie  department  heads  and  personnel  in  different  areas)  we  see  good  and  positive 
gains.  However,  the  Selectmen  feel  that  we  can  and  must  do  better  for  the 
people  of  Charlestown.  Tlie  Selectmen  and  Town  Employees  have  an  obligation 
to  the  citizens  of  this  Town  to  give  the  Town's  people  the  best  and  most  cost 
effective  services  that  we  can.  ALL  must  share  in  this  responsibility. 

At  last  year's  Town  Meeting  the  Selectmen  asked  for  a  "tool"  to  help  them  move 
ahead  and  obtain  their  goals  for  the  future  of  this  town.  That  "tool"  was  the 
Director  of  Public  Works.  The  position  was  filled  last  October  by  Nabil  A. 
Atiya,  P.E.  We  were  very  fortiuiate  to  find  such  a  person.  The  DPW  works  for 
and  directly  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  will  answer 
directly  to  them  at  all  times,  he  is  not  a  Town  Manager.  A  Town  Manager  must 
be  voted  in  by  the  Town,  because  it  is  a  change  in  the  form  of  Government.  A 
Town  Manager  would  oversee  "ALL"  departments  in  Town.  With  our  form  of 
government,  the  DPW  over-sees  four  departments,  Highway,  Transfer  Station, 
Water  and  Sewer. 

Tlie  first  direction  given  to  our  DPW  was  our  Transfer  Station  -  to  get  us  a  new 
contract  and  to  explore  the  idea  to  privatize  the  operation.  The  new  contract  for 
the  Transfer  Station  has  lower  disposal  and  trucking  rates  and  new  recycling 
containers  so  that  you  may  now  co-mingle  your  recyclables.  This  move  should 
increase  the  amount  that  people  recycle  because  it  is  made  easier  for  you.  The 
town  still  has  total  control  over  the  operation  and  fees  for  the  Transfer  Station. 
If  the  Town  were  to  do  this,  we  would  have  had  to  rent  or  purchase  these 
containers  resulting  in  more  cost  to  us.  Tliis  was  a  good  and  positive  move. 
Could  this  have  happened  without  the  DPW?  Maybe  at  some  later  date  and 
time.  As  good  a  deal?  We  don't  think  so.  The  Town  has  had  a  plan  to  cap  the 
old  land-fill,  at  an  estimate  of  $750,000.  Our  DPW  feels  he  can  come  up  with 
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a  new  plan  and  using  his  skills  can  cut  this  cost  to  less  than  1/2  of  the  original 
amoiuit.  Wliat  a  great  asset  we  have  in  our  DPW!  We  hope  that  you  SUPPORT 
the  two  Warrant  Articles  for  the  Transfer  Station  to  help  do  this,  without  any 
increases  in  taxes  to  you.  The  time  to  cap  this  landfill  is  now,  not  when  we  are 
told  to  by  the  State,  thus  relinquishing  all  control  of  plan  or  cost. 

Over  the  years,  there  have  been  a  number  of  plans  and  studies  developed  by 
former  Selectinen  and  different  committees.  Most  still  sit  and  collect  dust.  The 
reasons  why,  lack  of  money,  time  and  expertise  to  get  them  underway.  We  want 
to  move  ahead  with  our  DPW  who  has  the  time  and  expertise  to  guide  us 
through  the  process.  Everyone  must  remember  that  being  a  Selectman  is  only 
part-time.  The  number  of  hours  and  expertise  needed  to  guide  this  Town  can  be 
endless.  The  DPW  will  also  be  a  valuable  asset  for  the  Planning  Board  to 
review  all  plans  submitted  to  make  sure  they  meet  all  minimum  engineering 
standards,  which  will  save  the  Town  money  over  the  years  to  come.  These  are 
only  a  few  reasons  why  we  feel  so  strongly  the  need  for  the  DPW  position  in  this 
town.  With  this  in  mind  we  ask  you,  the  voters  of  this  Town,  to  DEFEAT  the 
Warrant  Article  to  do  away  with  our  DPW  position.  We  hope  with  positive 
changes  in  Town,  that  people  will  feel  good  about  living  here  and  businesses  will 
want  to  locate  here  as  well. 

The  last  area  that  we  want  to  talk  about  at  this  time  is  the  Warrant  Article  on  the 
School  Tax  Formula  Committee.  This  committee  is  not  a  study  to  pull  out  of  the 
District:  this  Article  will  not  cost  the  Town  any  money.  All  this  Article  does  is 
give  the  Selectmen  the  power  to  accept  a  gift  of  money  to  have  a  study 
completed  that  will  look  at  the  current  way  Charlestown  pays  for  education.  The 
idea  behind  this  is  a  system  which  is  very  simple  to  understand,  "PAY  AS  YOU 
RECEIVE".  What  we  are  saying  is  this,  Charlestown  is  paying  about  42%  of 
the  current  tax  burden  for  FMRSD,  do  we,  as  a  town  receive  back  42%  of  the 
services?  The  answer  we  feel  is  quite  clear,  NO!  For  a  number  of  years 
Charlestown  has  paid  more  than  its  fair  share  to  educate  the  children  of  this 
District.  The  Selectmen  and  Committee  members  have  made  a  strong 
commitment  to  see  this  through  and  not  back  off  from  this  issue.  We  need  to 
know  that  the  people  of  Charlestown  are  beliind  us  100%  in  making  sure  that  the 
cost  of  educating  our  youngsters  is  fair  to  all  towns.  All  we  ask  is  your  support, 
Be  there!  We  know  there  is  a  lot  of  work  to  be  completed  and  it  will  be  easier 
to  do  knowing  we  have  your  support.  Vote  "YES"  for  this  Article.

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  New  Hampshire,  who  are 
qiiahfied  to  vote  in  Town  affairs. 

Take  notice  and  be  warned  that  the  First  Session  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
of  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  New  Hampshire,  will  be  held  at  the  Charlestown 
Middle  School  gymnasium,  on  Tuesday,  March  1 1,  1997,  commencing  at  7:00 
P.M.,  to  transact  the  following  business:  To  discuss  and  to  propose  amendments 
to  the  1 997  Budget  and  Warrant. 

Thereafter,  on  Wednesday,  March  19,  1997,  commencing  at  7:15  P.M.,  in  the 
Community  Room  of  the  Municipal  Building,  26  Railroad  Street,  there  will  be 
a  public  hearing  on  the  results  of  the  first  session. 

Finally,  on  Tuesday,  April  8,  1997,  voting  will  be  by  Official  Ballot,  on  all 
warrant  articles,  in  the  gymnasium  of  the  Charlestown  Middle  School,  307  Main 
Street,  commencing  at  8:00  A.M..  Voting  will  conclude  at  7:00  P.M.  unless  the 
Town  Meeting  votes  to  keep  the  polls  open  to  a  later  time. 

The  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Omer  C.  Ahem,  Jr  at 
7:03  P.M.  with  Chief  Michael  Bumham  leading  us  in  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance. 
An  invocation  was  done  by  Rev.  Anne  Webb. 

The  Moderator  then  went  over  some  of  his  mles  for  the  meeting,  such  as 
directing  all  questions  or  remarks  to  him  or  to  one  of  his  Assistant  Moderators 
Cecil  Fisk  or  Mary  Gray. 

Hie  Moderator  also  explained  the  process  of  Australian  Balloting  and  what  was 
to  be  accomplished  at  this  first  session.  The  role  of  this  first  session  is 
amendments  to  all  articles  except  the  planning  and  zoniiig  articles.  It  is  to  decide 
the  final  form  of  the  ballot  question  for  each  article  to  be  voted  on  April  8,  1 997. 

Before  any  discussion  of  articles  was  done,  Robert  Stone,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  made  a  presentation  to  Mary  Gray  for  her  many  years  of 
service  to  Charlestown.  At  the  same  time,  Dan  Champney,  Chairman  for  the 
Recreation  Committee,  presented  Mary  Gray  with  a  plaque  for  the  hours  she  has 
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dedicated  to  the  Recreation  Committee. 

Jon  LeClair,  Selectman,  presented  Robert  Stone,  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen, 
with  a  plaque  commemorating  him  for  the  years  of  service  he  has  given  to  the 
Town  of  Charlestown. 

At  this  point,  Joan  DeBrine,  of  tlie  Historical  Society  presented  a  plant  in 
celebration  of  the  birtlis  and  deaths  that  occurred  in  Charlestown  during  the  year 
of  1996. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Jon  LeClair  to  label  Articles  31,  33,  35  and  36  each  as 
a  Special  Warrant  Article.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Robert  Frizzell.  The 
question  was  called  and  the  motion  was  carried  by  a  voice  vote. 

The  following  articles  were  amended  at  the  Town  Meeting,  March  11,  1997:

"Shall  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $  1 .00  for 
the  support  of  Soutiiwstem  Community  Services,  for  the  assistance 
provided  for  Charlestown  residents?" 

Article  39.  "Shall  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  up  to  but  not 
to  exceed  $5,000  to  match  funds  raised  by  the  Recreation  Com- 
mittee in  the  year  1996,  to  be  paid  into  the  Community  Recreational 
Facihty  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  established  in  1995  pursuant  to  RSA 
35:1,  for  tlie  construction  of  a  community  recreational  facility?" 

All  the  other  articles  were  placed  on  the  oflBcial  ballot  as  presented. 

At  12:55  A.M.  a  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  adjourn  the  meeting.  It 
was  so  voted.

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NEW  ELDERLY  EXEMPTION 
RSA  72:39-b 

At  the  second  session  of  Town  Meeting  held  on  April  8,  1997,  the  voters 
adopted  a  new  exemption  for  the  elderly.  This  change  will  necessitate  all 
applicants  to  reapply  in  1998.  Pennanent  cards  will  be  available  at  the  polls  on 
March  10,  1998  from  8:00  AM  to  7:00  PM. 

The  conditions  which  must  be  met  are  as  follows: 

I.      Applicant  must  have  resided  in  tliis  state  for  at  least  five  years 

preceding  April  1  of  the  tax  year. 
II.  Applicant  must  have  had,  in  the  calendar  year  preceding  April  1,  a  net 
income  from  all  sources  of  less  that  $13,400  for  a  single  person  or 
$20,400  for  married  persons.  "Net  income"  is  detennined  by 
deducting  from  all  moneys  received,  including  social  security,  pension 
payments,  etc,  the  following:  1 )  Life  insurance  paid  on  the  death  of 
an  insured;  2)  Expenses  and  cost  incuixed  in  the  course  of  conducting 
a  business;  3)  Proceeds  from  the  sale  of  assets. 

III.  An  applicant's  assets  cannot  exceed  $35,000,  excluding  the  value  of 
the  person's  actual  residence  and  the  land  upon  which  it  is  located  (up 
to  2  acres). 

IV.  Pioperty  must  be  owned  by  the  resident  or  resident's  spouse.  Qualified 
applicants  are  exempt  $10,000  off  the  assessed  value  of  their  home  for 
ages  65-74,  $15,000  off  the  assessed  value  for  ages  75-79  and  $20,000 
off  the  assessed  value  for  age  80  and  up. 

EXEMPTION  FOR  TOTALLY  &  PERMANENTLY  DISABLED 

RSA  72:37-b 

On  tlie  same  date,  Charlestown  voters  added  a  new  exemption  for  the  totally  and 
permanently  disabled.  Any  person  eligible,  under  Title  II  or  Title  XVI  of  the 
federal  Social  Security  Act,  for  benefits  to  the  disabled,  would  receive  a  yearly 
exemption  of  $10,000  if  the  applicant  met  all  the  criteria  established  for  the 
elderly  (see  above). 

Other  exemptions/tax  credits  which  Charlestown  has  available  include  those  for 
veterans  and  the  blind.  Please  contact  the  Selectmen's  Office  for  applications 
and  ftirther  details.

PRESENTATION-1997 

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general-purpose  financial  statements  of  the 
Tovm  of  Charlestown  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31, 1996.  These 
general-purpose  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Town's 
management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  general- 
purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  oiu-  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards  and  Government  Auditing  Standards  issued  by  the  Comptroller 
General  of  the  United  States.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform 
the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  general-purpose 
financial  statements  are  fi^ee  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes 
examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amoimts  and  disclosures  in 
the  general-purpose  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the 
accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as 
well  as  evaluating  the  overall  general-purpose  financial  statement  presentation. 
We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

The  general  piupose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the 
general  fixed  assets  accoimt  group  which  should  be  included  in  order  to  conform 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  As  is  the  case  with  most 
municipal  entities  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Town  of  Charlestown  has 
not  maintained  liistorical  cost  records  of  its  fixed  assets.  The  amount  that  should 
be  recorded  in  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  is  not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  tlie  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  tlie  omission 
described  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements 
referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of 
the  Town  of  Charlestown,  as  of  December  31,  1996,  and  the  results  of  its 
operations  and  cash  flows  of  its  nonexpendable  trust  funds  for  the  year  then 
ended  in  confonnity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general- 
pmpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  and  individual 
fund  financial  statements  listed  in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented  for 
purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general-purpose 
financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown.  Such  information  has  been 
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subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  audit  of  tlie  general-purpose 
financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  presented  in  all  material 
respects  in  relation  to  the  general-purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole. 

In  accordance  with  Government  Auditing  Standards,  we  have  also  issued  a 
report  dated  April  9,  1997  on  oiu-  consideration  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown's 
internal  control  stnicture  and  a  report  dated  April  9, 1997  on  its  compliance  with 
laws  and  regulations.

1997  was  a  year  of  many  staff  changes.  The  retirement  of  Library  Aide  Alma 
Marcley  in  Febmary  was  followed  almost  immediately  by  the  resignation  of 
Head  Librarian  Lois  Cook.  In  May,  Aide  Cathy  Tanguay  also  submitted  her 
resignation.  These  persons  had  made  significant  contributions  to  the  Library  and 
are  missed.  The  present  staff  includes  Librarian  Betsey  Wilterdink,  Assistant 
Librarian  Holly  Shaw,  Library  Aides  Ro  Metcalf  and  Karen  Raudonis,  and  Page 
Edna  Farrell.  Laurel  Smith  served  as  Aide  during  the  summer. 

We  are  happy  to  offer  public  access  to  the  Internet  on  our  patron  computer 
through  Fall  Mountain  Internet  Service.  Patrons  and  staff  are  increasingly 
turning  to  the  World  Wide  Web  to  find  information  often  not  available  in  our 
regular  collection. 

The  Library  has  recently  acquired  a  Fax  machine.  This  is  available  for  public 
use  for  a  small  charge,  as  is  our  Xerox  copier. 

Interlibrary  loan  service  has  increased  considerably.  This  year  we  borrowed  181 
books  for  our  patrons  and  loaned  376  to  other  libraries.  The  State  Library  van 
stops  weekly. 

The  Primary  School  program  continues  under  the  able  direction  of  volunteer 
Mary  Currie.  During  the  1996-1997  school  year  over  200  children  participated, 
reading  a  total  of  2,3 1 6  books. 

Tlie  smnmer  reading  program  was  very  successful.  We  are  indebted  to  Jeanne

Hanson,  our  wonderflil  story  teller  and  craft  leader. 

A  book  discussion  gioup  met  frequently  during  the  year  and  participated  in  two 
"What  Is  New  Hampshire  Reading"  sessions  sponsored  by  the  Humanities 
Council  and  the  State  Library.  Special  programs  included  two  occasions 
featuring  visitors  to  and  from  Russia.  Many  thanks  to  Ro  and  Bob  Metcalf  and 
Jan  MacDonald  for  bringing  us  these  much  enjoyed  events. 

In  addition  to  the  persons  mentioned  above,  we  are  ever  appreciative  of  our 
faithful  volunteers,  Antonette  Backman,  Sue  Coleman,  Janet  Cmger,  and 
Vanessa  Neilsen,  and  our  supportive  Board  of  Trustees.  We  rely  upon  the  many 
people  and  organizations  in  our  community  who  donate  money  and  books  to  the 
Library.  We  welcome  donations  of  books,  audio-and  video-recordings  at  any 
time.  Much  of  what  we  receive  is  added  to  our  regular  collections.  Books  we 
cannot  use  are  offered  for  sale  in  our  summer  book  sale.  We  are  grateful  to  all 
who  contribute! 
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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  calls  for  Police  service  in  1997  were  just  over  6000,  as  were  the  1996 
service  calls.  These  calls  developed  the  same  amoiuit  of  Criminal  Investigations, 
as  the  year  before,  at  450  cases.  As  a  resuh  of  the  Criminal  Case  Investigations, 
the  Police  Department  made  160  arrests  in  1997,  an  increase  over  1995,  at  124 
and  157  in  1996. 

The  Police  Department  responded  to  110  motor  vehicle  accidents,  an  increase 
of  22  accidents  over  1996. 

Our  Dispatch  Center  received  404  requests  for  the  Charlestown  Ambulance, 
either  from  the  911  Operators  or  by  persons  dialing  direct  to  our  Police 
Dispatch. 

SCHOOL  INTERACTION 

As  a  result  of  new  government  regulations,  the  Fall  Mountain  School  District 
staff,  who  work  directly  with  the  students,  are  now  required  to  produce  their 
criminal  history  along  with  two  sets  of  finger  print  cards.  The  Criminal  Histories 
are  obtained  by  persons  seeking  employment  at  the  school  and  are  picked  up  by 
the  employee  at  the  New  Hampshire  State  Police  in  Concord.  By  now  most  of 
the  finger-printing,  for  the  teachers  and  other  school  staff,  has  been  completed 
by  the  Charlestown  Police  Department. 

Our  Police  "Kids  N  Cops"  program  has  increased  50%  this  year,  to  include  54 
second-grade  students,  at  no  cost  to  the  Town. 

The  income  for  the  dog  licensing  in  1997  was  $6,053.50  and  the  late 
registration/civil  forfeiture  fines  equaled  $1,646.50.  Together,  the  total  revenue 
for  Animal  Control  was  over  $7,700.00,  at  a  cost  of  $85 1 . 1 3  to  the  Town. 

Each  year,  as  the  Police  are  required  to  conform  with  new  Supreme  Court 
decisions  and  legislative  changes,  it  becomes  more  difficult  for  the  Officers  to 
get  convictions  in  the  District  and  Superior  Courts.  In  order  to  meet  the 
challenges  of  a  well-equipped  tidal-wave  of  Defense  Attorneys,  the  Police 
Officer  must  be  more  proficient  in  his  or  her  decision  making  skills  while  on 
routine  patrols  and  while  preparing  evidence  for  court  cases. 
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I  believe  the  Charlestowii  Police  Officers  have  done  an  outstanding  job  (his  year 
in  keeping  up  with  the  new,  ever-changing  guide-lines  handed  down  by  the  law- 
makers. 

In  closing,  we  all  thank  you  for  your  continued  support  and  ask  only  that  you 
keep  us  in  mind  for  additional  "Much  Needed"  working  space.

The  Conservation  Commission  has  the  responsibility  of  overseeing  the  open 
space  and  public  lands  in  town,  of  reviewing  and  commenting  on  applications 
to  the  Nil.  Wetlands  Bureau,  and  of  monitoring  the  land  within  town  to  see  that 
wetland  permits  are  obtained  for  activities  in  wetland  areas  and  that  those 
activities  are  carried  out  as  pennitted.  These  responsibilities  are  carried  out  in 
a  number  of  different  ways.  The  Conservation  Commission  met  monthly  each 
month  during  1997  except  for  July.  During  the  year  several  wetlands 
applications  were  reviewed  and  comments  sent  to  the  Wetlands  Bureau.  Site 
visits  were  made  to  the  areas  involved  in  the  applications  by  one  or  more 
members  of  the  Consewation  Commission.  The  May  meeting  was  taken  up  by 
a  field  trip  to  inspect  the  Nature  Trail  and  the  trail  to  Hall's  Pond.  This  was  in 
conjunction  with  work  being  done  by  the  CEDA-T  trails  committee  to  provide 
a  map  of  trails  in  Charlestown.  In  November  three  Commission  members 
attended  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  New  Hampshire  Association  of 
Conservation  Commissions.  Most  of  this  meeting  consisted  of  workshop 
presentations  designed  to  help  Conservation  Commission  members  do  a  better 
job  in  carrying  out  their  responsibilities. 

The  Conservation  Commission  coordinates  a  town  wide  Green-Up  Day  on  the 
first  Saturday  of  May  each  year.  This  effort  has  received  strong  support  from 
many  town  businesses,  organizations,  and  citizens.  Each  year  almost  all  of  the 
roadsides  in  town  are  cleared  of  trash  in  about  four  hours.  This  participation  is 
greatly  appreciated. 

During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  a  high  school  student,  Jennifer  Thibodeau, 
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worked  with  the  Commission  on  an  independent  study  coordinated  by  SERVE 
(Students  for  Environmental  Resource  Volunteerism  and  Education).  Jennifer 
researched  the  watershed  area  of  Hall's  Pond  and  some  of  the  historical  aspects 
of  that  area.  The  town  forests  at  Hall's  Pond  and  on  the  North  Hemlock  Road 
contain  many  unique  and  historic  features,  hi  recent  meetings  the  Commission 
has  been  discussing  the  long  tenn  protection  of  the  town  forests.  Our  wish  is 
that  these  areas  will  be  protected  for  all  future  residents  of  Charlestown  to  enjoy. 
One  of  our  challenges  is  to  find  the  best  way  of  insuring  that  protection. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

In  1997  the  Planning  Board  reviewed  and  approved  seventeen  site  plans,  nine 
subdivisions  and  a  number  of  business  signs  and  lot-line  adjustments.  The 
Board  also  held  a  number  of  hearings  on  a  major  residential  subdivision,  later 
withdrawn,  hi  addition,  the  Board  continued  its  work  on  updating  the  regulations 
and  ordinances  intended  to  guide  the  growth  of  the  Town. 

Commencing  with  the  discussion  of  the  failure  of  a  majority  of  the  zoning 
initiatives  presented  to  the  voters  last  year,  the  Board  began  a  process  of 
examining  each  of  those  articles  to  detennine  which,  if  any,  should  be  returned 
for  voter  consideration  this  year,  hi  a  number  of  work  sessions  the  articles  were 
rated  according  to  their  importance  to  the  community  and  scrutinized  to 
detennine  if  they  could  be  presented  in  a  more  readable  fonnat.  Board  members 
were  buoyed  throughout  this  process  by  the  level  of  interest  demonstrated  and 
participation  by  residents  and  business  representatives,  who  helped  to  sift 
through  the  many  articles  and  to  select  only  those  critical  to  the  community's 
health,  safety  and  welfare,  for  presentation  to  the  voters  this  year. 

Early  on,  a  decision  was  made  to  ask  residents,  of  those  neighborhoods  needing 
zoning  protection,  to  petition  the  voters  for  their  support.  The  Selectmen 
received  two  such  petitioned  articles  this  year,  one  for  the  area  of  South  West 
Street  and  the  other  for  the  area  of  Scenic  Hill  Road.  While  there  are  other  areas 
in  Town  which  are  as  likely  candidates  for  rezoning,  they  must  await  another 
year  for  voter  consideration. 

As  time  pemiitted,  the  Board  worked  to  revise  its  Site  Plan  Review  Regulations, 
having  been  advised,  by  the  Town  Attorney  and  the  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee 
Regional  Planning  Commission,  that  they  are  inadequate  to  achieve  their 
Statutory  purpose.  We  hope  that  this  work  will  continue  to  its  fruition  early  in 
1998. 

Late  in  the  year,  members  met  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  the  goal  of 
improving  commiuiication  between  the  two  Boards  and  toward  arriving  at  some 
common  ground  on  issues  such  as  enforcement,  employee  review,  public  works 
specifications,  conflicts  of  interest,  public  (press)  relations  and  ethics.  It  is  hoped 
that  these  discussions  will  continue,  for  the  benefit  of  Board  members.  Town 
employees  and  the  community  at  large. 
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HEALTH  AND  HUMAN  SERVICES 


In  the  year  1997  approximately  40  families,  160  individuals,  received  direct 
assistance  from  the  town  of  Chariest  own.  Chariest  own  residents  greatest  needs 
continue  to  be  emergency  assistance  with  rent  to  prevent  fainilies  from  becoming 
homeless  and  medications  prescribed  to  treat  life  tlireatening  conditions. 

The  budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1997  was  $28,166,  approximately  $19,500  has  been 
expended.  Charlestown  residents  have  reimbursed  the  town  $1,270  and  have 
worked  about  60  hours  for  the  town  of  Charlestown  with  the  labor 
reimbursement  total  at  $315.  Many  more  individuals  continue  to  make 
scheduled  payments  and  have  pledged  to  work  for  the  town. 

Tlirough  the  efforts  of  the  staff  of  the  Community  Alliance  of  Human  Services 
47  Charlestown  families  received  information  and  Assistance.  These  refeiTals 
assisted  families  in  connecting  with  medical  services,  family  support,  mental 
health  services,  emergency  food,  housing,  prescriptions,  eyeglasses,  and  inany 
other  supports. 

Bob  and  Kay  Jackson  and  Walter  and  Elsie  Sharon  have  provided  outstanding 
service  and  assistance  through  the  Charlestown  Food  Shelf  and  have  served  2 1 5 
house-holds  (619)  individuals,  and  have  provided  35,709  meals.  A  total  of  52 
holiday  baskets  were  delivered  for  Thanksgiving.  The  Charlestown  Area 
Christmas  Fund  provides  Christmas  Dinner  and  gifts  for  children  to  many 
appreciative  local  families.  AARP  has  provided  Health  and  Human  Services 
with  lap  quilts,  hand-knitted  mittens  and  hats  for  Charlestown's  children. 

The  hours  of  the  Health  and  Human  Services  office  are  as  follows:  Mondays 
and  Tliursdays  from  8:30  a.m.  to  4:00  p.m.  We  are  on-call  for  other  emergency 
situations  at  1-800-894-8400.

Tlie  year  1 997  was  another  busy  one  for  the  Fire  Department  with  an  increase 
in  calls  to  144.  These  were  of  various  calls  from  stiucture  fires  to  auto  accidents 
and  mutual  aid  calls. 

We  have  continued  our  training  in  various  aspects  of  fire  fighting  and  rescue 
tecliniques  as  to  keep  us  up  to  date. 

Various  members  have  attended  the  National  Fire  Academy  and  other  area  fire 
schools  during  the  year.
